A Reserve Officers’ Training Corps program was 
approved in an emotion - packed special Faculty 
Senate meeting Wednesday afternoon culminating 
two years of debate over accreditation of ROTC at 
CSUS 

The ROTC program was approved on a 23 in favor 
and 15 opposed vote after two amendments giving 
CSUS faculty more input into the program, were 
adopted During the hour - and - a - half debate 
people raised academic freedom, student nights and 
miitary value questions 


The ROTC proposal now goes to University 
President W Lioyd Johns for final approval or disap 
provai beforr implementation next fal! 

Presently, between 60 and 65 CSUS Students pay 
$24 to take ROTC courses through extensior 
Classes at UC Davis, American River and Sac 
ramento City Colleges

) a vote of 27 to eight. Since ther 





the proposal has been revised and worked its way 
through the curriculum, fiscal affairs and faculty af. 
fairs committees of the faculty senate without 
negative recommendations. The faculty senate's ex- 
ecutive committee did recommend not accepting 
the proposal before Wednesday's vote

CSUS studenis to take a total of 12 units of military 
science, through Interdisciplinary Studies, which 
could be applied as elective credits toward BA or BS

The students were iater slammed by Phil 
Johnston, the Chancellor's dean of student affairs in 
@ meeting with CSSA two weeks ago at San Jose 
State. According to the Spartan Daily. San Jose 
State's newspaper, Johnston criticized CSSA for 
“unilateral action in developing self - serving hit 
lists.” 

Steve Glazer, CSSA legislative director told the 
Hornet the “hit list” was merely a set of suggestions 
to end thinking about Feb. 6 Chancellor's Office 
proposals calling for reduced enroliment or a $950 
tuition a8 possible post - Proposition 9 measures as 
the only alternatives 

CSSA met with Governor Jerry Brown and direc- 
tor of the State Department of Finance Mary Ann 
Graves. CSSA told Brown the two Ghancellor's Ot- 


fice proposals showed a “jack of imagination.” Ac 
cording to a CSSA release, the governor is having 


his “people in finance” look at the proposals

President Carter's anti - inflation program of tight 
money and a tight budget has not worked, and his 
wait it Out and see’ attitude refiects his romantic 
notion that infiation will somehow cure itself He ad 
mits now, however. that inflation has reached the 
‘Crisis stage.” and he has set up a task force of 
economic advisers to review his inflation policy 

Carter is willing to make some small adjustments 
in policy, Dut he is opposed to controls, calling then 
counterproductive. He states. moreover. that 
trois would only precipitate a wild increase in the 
rate of inflation as companies jacked up prices in an 
ticipation of controls. Therefore, his group of ad 
visers will probably recommend spending cuts 
balancing the 1981 budget. and other minor 
changes but nothing that will break the back of the 
inflation psychology that has become 
institutionalized in our system

Parker made these staternents 
last week at the State Capitol to 
publicize the peril faced by 15,000 
persons presumed missing or 
dead in Argentina 

According to Lou Ellyn Cohen, 
government professor and the 
club's advisor, the Amnesty 
International group on campus is 
part of a “campus network of 
Amnesty Internationals She 
estimated there were at least 50 or 
more of these clubs on college 
campuses around the country 

Amnesty International is a

Human rights by mail, 
school help requested 


advocates the release of persons 
imprisoned because of their 
beliefs, color, language. religion 
or ethnicity; opposes the use of 
torture and the death penalty 
works to obtain fair and early trials 
for all unjustly imprisoned person 
and advocates the observance of 
the United Nations Declaration of 
Human Rights.
